90 per cent "windfall" tax on "un- 
just enrichment occurring as a re- 
sult of nonpayment' 'of old AAA 
processing taxes. 
No new processing taxes, as sug- 


gested by the President, or any oth- 
er form of excise levies, were em- 
braced In the report. 
One hitherto unrevealed feature 
was that railroads would' be sub- 
ject to the tax on undistributed cor- 
poration income 
but

they 


would be allowed to retain the prlv- 
ilegee of filing consolidated returns. 


Some committee members said 
railroads would pay ho more tax- 
es under this arrangement than 
they do now, and perhaps less.

The 10-page report was devoted

W)_A vast cloud of dust rolled 
over Oklahoma today, paralyzing 
traffic on 
highways. 
ravaging 


wheat fields, and blotting out the 
sun. 


While the storm's fury 
was 
greatest at Enid and as far east 
as Nowata, the Oklahoma pan- 
handle's "dust bowl" was outside 
the path of the wind. 


Dust setled 
down in a thick 


pall on Central Oklahoma. It hit 
Guthrie at mid-morning, cutting 
visibility to two blocks. Automo- 
bile headlights were switched on. 


Dust filled the air at Oklahoma 


City shortly after the clouds mov- 
ed in on Guthrie.

storm was described at "the worst 
this year." 


Visibility dropped to 50 feet at 


Alva. A strong north wind skid- 
ded the mercury to 30 degrees.

Must Go Back 100 Year*. 
In order fully to appreciate the 


significance of the discovery of 
the cannon one must go back 100 
years this month to see the pic- 
ture that Texas then presented.

The new pact removes restric- 
tions on the size of navies, but 
the United States and Great Bri- 
tain, who possess the largest navies, 
Agreed separately to maintain their 
fleets at the same level. 


This Anglo-American agreement 


•was stated in letters exchanged 
between Norman H. Davis, head 
of the United States delegation, 
And Anthony Eden, British foreign 
•ecretary. 


Ambassador 
Grandi 
of 
Italy 


broke into the smooth formality of 
treaty signing with an unexpected 
Attack upon Great Britain's naval 
mutual assistance 
pact 
in ihe 


Mediterranean. 


Grandi, who witnessed the cere- 
mony but did nci, sign the treaty, 
declared to the assembled diplo- 
mats: 


Potential Naval Menace 


"A potential naval menace exists 


in the Mediterranean. This Is the 
lirst time in the history of United 
Italy that our people feel their 
Jives impe: id." 


He added that the Mediterra- 


nean question "-'HI be raised r.t a 
more suitable moment." 


In signing the treaty, Mr. Davis 
•aid the United States assisted "in 
carrying forward certain

mental principals of naval 'imita- 
tion which, with good will on the 
part of all naval powers, will serve 
to prevent a naval race * * *."

ment regretted

ment "falls short of our best hop«8 
in that it makes no provision for 
quantitative reduction and limita- 
tion."

Hanged for Death 


Federal Agent 


INTHANAPOLIS, March 24.—(ffj 


—George W, aBrrett, frey-haired 
former Kentucky feudist, alleged 
killer of at least six persons dur- 
ing his 55 strife-ridden years, was 
hanged by the federal government 
today, two minutes after 
mid- 


night, for the murder of a federal 
agent. 


The execution was carried out 


in a tented scaffold room in th« 
Marion county Jailyard under the 
direction of Phil Hanna. portly 
Epworth, 111., farmer, who had of- 
ficiated at 68 other executions and 
calls himself "The Humane Hang- 
man." 
Arthur 
Reeves, diminu- 


tive deouty sheriff, pulled the trap 
at 12:02. Ten minutes later Bar- 
rett was pronounced dead. 


The murder for which Barrett 


was executed was that of Nelson 
B. Klein, federal agent, at West 
College Corner, Ind., last August 
16. Klein was shot down as he 
he sought to arrest Barrett on a 
stolen car charge, 
Barrett plead- 


ed at his trial he mistook Klein 
for a feudist seeking his life. 


The hanging was the first by 


the government since pioneer days 
and it may be the last. The sen-

FARM PROBLEM LOOMS AS BIG 


CAMPAIGN ISSUE- REPUBLICAN 
CANDDATE OPPOSED CONTROL 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—(/P) 


—The farm problem .drew increas- 
ing attention today as a campaign 
talking:, point. One prominent Re- 
publican declared the government 
should refrain from telling grow- 
ers what to plant, while a Roose- 
velt supporter asserted the Presi- 
dent has the backing of farmers. 


Colonel Frank Knox of Chicago, 


continuing his drive for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination, 
outlined his views in a New York 
broadcast last night. 


"What the government should 


not do," said Knox, r'is to attempt 
to tell the farmer what to plant, 
how much to plant, and in gener- 
al to run their 
business 
for 


them." 


He listed 
efficient production, 


and the finding of domestic and 
foreign 
markets, 
as 
essential 


points of a program. 


Knox, who soon will tussle with 


Senator Borah of Idaho, in the 
Illinois primary, also stressed the 
constitutional question, declaring 
the constitution "provides ample 
means" to accomplish changes in 
law with changes in conditions. 
Edward A. O'Neal, president of 


the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, said the Republicans can 
offer no effective opposition to 
the President in'the western farm 


belt because "they don't have a 
farm program." 


He declared there wa§ "no ques- 


tion about" farm support for Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
The agricultural 
question also 


was touched upon yesterday by 
Senator Steiwer (R.-Ore.) at Ral- 
eigh, N. C., where state Republi- 
cans mapped plans for a cam- 
paign they. said was "to save 
America from the new deal."

Business In the textile Industry 
is very definitely on the upgrade 
and within a few days the Corsi- 
cana Cotton Mills will be operating 
at capacity with all looms in use 
for the first time in about six years 
officials of the company reported 
Tuesday afternoon. 
General Manager M. E. Wood- 


row has just returned from an ex- 
tended trip through the East and 
Mlddlewest 
and 
reports 
orders 


coming 
In rapidly necessitating 
the increase in operating schedule. 
He indicated that the industry as 
a whole was generally recovering 
rapidly from the chaotic conditions 
that resulted from 
the 
supremo 
court decision on the AAA, and 
the uncertainty about the final dis- 
position of processing taxes, and 
that the attitude 
was distinctly 
optimistic In spite of prices gen- 
erally regarded as slightly unfav- 
orable. 


Established In 1900 
It was also recalled that 25 years 


ago this' month, Mr. Woodrow and 
E. E. Sheehey, secretary-treasurer 
of the company, arrived In Corsi- 
cana and formed their present con- 
nection with the mills. The mill 
was established in 1900 by the late 
Gov. 
George T. Jester, and there 
were only a few other mills In the 
state whon it was placed in oper- 
ation. 


A quarter of a century ago, the 


mill had slightly over 4,000 spin- 
dles and was valued at approxi- 
mately $50,000. Since it was acquir- 
ed by the present management in 
1911, the capacity ha« been increas- 
ed to 15,500 spindles, and has the 
honor of being the first mill in 
Texas to install automatic looms, 
as well as remaining in more near- 
ly constant operation even during 
the recent unsettled condition than 
any other mill in tho state. Local 
officials estimated that it would 
require in the 
neighborhood of 


half a million dollars to replace tho 
present plant 


Orders Arriving Daily 
With orders arlvlng dally, mill 


officials have found it necessary 
to operate tho card-room on an 
overtime schedule in order to fill 
all the looms and operate the plant 
at full capacity. About 200 persons 
are now being employed by the 
mills, and it is anticipated that the 
number will be Increased to 250 
within the next few weeks 33 the 
production schedule Is speeded up. 
The looms aro now being operated 
on a forty-hour week basis and 
plant oflclals are working now on 
plans to increase the operations.

Captain PatrizI, but what a change 
in a man. His face was thin and 
white, drawn with pain. He walk- 
ed unevenly. His left arm was 
In a great bundle of bandages, 
splints, plaster cast, stuck out al- 
most straight from his shoulder, 
bent at the elbow in front 
of 


him. 
He'd had his fighting all

order to leave the front—hospital 
ship for Italy. For some reason 
he hasn't questioned this one at 
all.

Appeals Court 


Affirmed Three 


Death Penalties 


AUSTIN, 
March 
25.—(/P)—The 


court of criminal appeali today af- 
firmed three death penalty-convic- 
tione, denied a rehearing in its 
previous affirmance of another and 
reversed and remanded a fifth. 


Death sentences affirmed were 
assesed: 


Donald E. Covin in Gregg county 


on conviction of murder in ths 
death of Mrs. Emma Sage, who was 
shot in a Gladewater cafe. 
Theo Mitchell, negro, in Harris 


county for the shooting of his wife, 
Mary Lee Mitchell. 


William Richard Davis, negro, In 


Travis county for the death of 
Will Fosted, Austin streetcar mo- 
torman, in a hold-up murder. 


The court denied a rehearing for 


Virgil Staicup, sentenced to death 
on conviction in Lubbock county, 
on a change of venue, of the death 
of Sheriff W. B. Dickens, killed in 
a jail delivery. The conviction was 
affirmed in January. 


Humphrey Henderson, sentenced 


to death on conviction in Galves- 
ton county of the death of his wife 
Jessie Henderson, who was stab- 
bed, 
was granted a new trial. 


The court stated a re-examina- 


tion of the Staicup conviction fail- 
ed to disclose reversible error and 
again, overruled defense 
conten- 


tions that evidence of prior indict- 
ment, failure of the trial judge to 
charge on accomplice testimony and 
arguments 
of state's 
attorneys 
were prejudicial. 


The opinion stated: "The punish- 


ment inflicted seems to have been 
richly deserved." 


Henderson's conviction was re- 
versed because of improper jury 


conduct. During deliberations the 
jury went to a cafe where jurors 
learned of a break of long term 
prisoners at the Eastham prison 
farm In which a guard was killed. 


Discussed Break. 


Defense evidence showed that 


prior to the Incident the jury stood 
seven for the death penalty to five 
for life imprisonment but that the 
death penalty was assessed after 
the jury discussed the break. One 
of the jurymen was quoted as say- 
Ing "a man who instead of being 
given the death penalty Is sent to 
the penitentiary .for life frequently 
escapes or Is liable to escape and 
for that reason the jury ought to 
give the death penalty rather than 
life Imprisonment." 


Henderson pleaded self defense. 
In the Mitchell case the appeals 


court overruled a defense conten- 
tion that the trial judge should 
have charged on circumstantial ev- 
idence, holding Issues of fact were 
raised in evidence presented by the 
state and defendant. 


Mitchell testified the shooting 


was accidental and occurred while 
h)g wife was "pranking" with a 
pistol. 


The court, denied defense asser- 


tions in the Covin case that the 
evidence failed to support the con- 
viction and ruled the question of 
insanity was properly treated In 
the trial court. 
Covin was the 


First white man sentenced to death 
Tn Gregg county. 


The court held evidence in Davis' 


conviction supported th* verdict. 
Davis was an accomplice with 
Fred Hill In the robbery and slay- 
ing of the stret car operator. Hill 
wag executed Jan. 10.
